smoke. 


She was able to get three 


children out of the downstairs. 
When she was carrying another 
child and Carolyn Marie out of 
the house, she dropped Carolyn 
about 10 feet from the front 
door. When she attempted to go 
back in the house, she was 
driven back by the intense heat. 
Firemen said the floor had 
already begun to cave in. 


The body of the victim was 


not recovered until 1:10 p.m. It 
was found in the basement of 
the home. The child died of 
suffocation of smoke, according 
to Dr. 
John A. Valantiejus, 


Berrien county medical examin- 
er. 


Firemen from the Lakeside, 


Sawyer , Riverside and Chika- 
ming fire departments fought 
the blaze at the Black home on 
Flynn road, just south of Saw- 
yer, from about 8:30 a.m. to 
3:30 
p.m. When firemen arrived 


at 
the 
scene the fire 
was 


already out of control. Cause 
of the fire has not yet been 
determined. Firemen said the 
intense heat of the fire ignited 
trees near the home and stumps 
as far away as 20 feet.

Casualties 
Soaring 
In Vietnam 


Allied Losses 
Highest In 
10 Months 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S., South 


Vietnamese and enemy casual- 
ties jumped to their highest 
level since last May during the 
first week of the Viet Cong's 
current spring offensive, 
the 


allied commands announced to- 
day. 


The U.S.. Command said 453 


Americans 
were 
killed 
last 


week and 2,593 were wounded, 
with 1,051 of the latter hospital- 
ized. The number of dead was 
nearly 
triple 
the 
previously 


weekly average for 1969 and 
was the highest American toll 
since the week of May 12-18, 
1968, 
when 549 were killed and 


2,282 were wounded during an- 
othe big enemy offensive. 
REDS LOSE 6,752 


The Saigon government re- 


ported 521 of its men killed, 
while the allied commands said 
at least 6,752 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese died in- the 
first seven days of the enemy's 
new drive on South Vietnamese 
towns and allied military instal- 
lations. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand also reported 2,072 of its 
men wounded last Week and 50 
missing. 


The U.S. Command said the 


weekly casualty report raised 
the total number of Americans 
killed in combat in Vietnam to 
32,376, 
including 
9,425 
since 


preliminary peace talks began 
in Paris last May 13. Of the 
latter number, 2,319 died after 
South Vietnam agreed on Dec. 7 
to join the talks.

U.S. headquarters said at least 


457,132 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese have been killed 
since Jan. 1, 1961, when the 
United States entered the war.

LANSING (AP) — The state 


Supreme Court has decided to 
partially remove the curtain of 
secrecy surrounding 
investiga- 


tions of misconduct by lawyers. 


The high court announced 


Wednesday that "all. -formal . 
bearings on any matter of mis- 
conduct" conducted by the State 
Bar Association grievance com- 
mittee shall be open to the 
public. 


But the court delayed action 


on a proposal to suspend law- 
yers who fail to attend the hear- 
ings because of illness. 


The action came one day ti- 
er the court held a special ses- 
sion concerning grievance and 
disciplinary 
measures. 


Justice Eugene F. Black pro- 


posed changing state bar rules 
o permit the public to view 
nformal investigation of mis- 
pnduct by the bar association. 
However, the proposal was not 
upported, the court said . 
THREE STAGES 


The State Bar Association has 
ought to amend the rules to es- 
ablish a three-stage review: 
—Informal investigation by a 
ommittee. 
—Formal, public hearing. 
—Final review by three »p- 
ointed judges to decide guilt 
nd appropriate.punishment. 
Another amendment to tem- 
orarily prohibit lawyers from 
radioing if they fail to attend 
le hearings because of illness 
'as held for further considera- 
ion.

The Research Machine 
Suspends For A Day 


Hundreds of t e a c h e r s , re- 


searchers and advanced students 
hung up their laboratory aprons 
at 30 university campuses Tues- 
day to protest the military in- 
volvement in higher education. 


Another group by way of intel- 


lectual picketing of the protes- 
ters worked a double shift in 
their laboratories. 


The one-day work stoppage 


was organized by the Union of 
Concerned Scientists founded at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 


The strikers, for the most 


part, met on their campuses to 
lecture or read dialogues to one 
another on the extent to which 
their brainpower should be hired 
exclusively for the national de- 
fense effort. 


The immediate cause for the 


M.l.T. faculty 
unrest 
is 
the 


selection of the C a m b r i d g e , 
Mass., area as one site for the 
highly debated "thin" anti-ballis- 
tic missile system. Even lacking 
this stimulus, it is readily appar- 
ent 
the 
research 
controversy 


would break out. 


Government contracts for uni- 


versity research are at least as 
old as World War I, but did not 
blossom into today's full bloom- 
ing until "Hap" Arnold, the Air 
Force chief of staff during World 
War II, publicly informed his 
brother officers in arms that the 
college laboratory is miles ahead 
of the military ordnance depart- 
ments when it comes to inven- 
tiveness and scientific know-how. 


The popularity of the 
Air 


Force and the personal charm of 
General Arnold ran roughshod 
over the old line military who 
had been brought up to believe 
that 
all mechanical ingenuity 


begins and ends at Wright Field, 
the Aberdeen Proving Grounds, 
or the Navy's Ordnance and 
Engineering Bureaus. 


Arnold's highly successful sci- 


entific venture continued in two 
forms. 


One is the "think tank," a 


corporation which for a fee works 
put all kinds of problems sent to 
it by the military. 


The other is the direct contract 


There Was 
An Arthur 


Was King Arthur for real? 


Although the legend of Arthur 
and his knights of the round 
table admittedly is an ancient 
and romantic one, there are 
many scholars who find little 
substance on which to credit the 
legend with much fact. 


Leslie Alcock, an archeologist 


at University College, Cardiff, 
'Wales, says he has proof of 
Arthur's existence, although pos- 
sibly not in the form most per- 
sons picture. Alcock is director of 
excavations for the site presum- 
ably used as Arthur's sixth cen- 
tury headquarters. 


One of the pieces of evidence 


Alcock has come across which 
convinces him of Arthur's exist- 
ence is a sixth century church 
calendar, on which monks kept 
account of Easter from year to 
year. They also made other en- 
tries- 


Under the Date A. D. 516 is a 


notation about Britons under Ar- 
thur whipping the Anglo-Saxons 
in battle. Under the date A. D. 
536 is an account of Arthur's 
death. 


There is only one thing wrong 


with the legend, as Alcock recon- 
structs it. Arthur wasn't a king; 
he was a leader of a gang of 
mercenaries, and he didn't wear 
shining armor. Most likely his 
costume consisted of a helmet, 
leather tunic and pleated skirt. 


Most romanticists are bound to 


Stick with the legend. 
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from the Pentagon to a college 
for study of a specific question. 


This postwar development is a 


multi-billion dollar business and 
for many universities the mili- 
tary research contracts repre- 
sent, as in the case of M.l.T,, half 
of their annual budgets. 


M.l.T. and Johns Hopkins con- 


duct missile design centers; Cor- 
nell is devising more effective 
bombs for Viet Nam; Princeton 
is breaking codes and running 
conventions for the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency; the University 
of Michigan is working on coun- 
terinsurgency and is a leader in 
photo reconnaissance; Pennsyl- 
vania and 50 others are involved 
in chemical, germ and biological 
procedures. 


This commitment is a ready 


made target for pacifists, student 
militants and other crackpots. 


More importantly, though, it is 


stirring segments in many facul- 
ties to echo Senator Fulbright's 
comment of a year ago that the 
predominance in m i l i t a r y re- 
search is "a surrender of inde- 
pendence, the neglect of teach- 
ing, and the distortion of schol- 
arship." 


The faculty rebels carry the 


words of that Rhodes scholar one 
step further. They object to the 
secrecy cloak enveloping the re- 
search, their point being that the 
fruits 
of research should be 


multi-purpose, not single minded. 


Quite possibly some of the 


student unrest at Berkeley, the 
youthful 
grandpappy of 
U.S. 


campus turmoil takes a cue from 
this faculty disquietude. The Uni- 
versity of California operates a 
laboratory at Berkeley to design 
and build H-bomb prototypes. 


Even the harshest critics of 


Pentagon contracted research do 
not advocate digging a trench 
around the ivy clad halls. 


Some of its work is in the 


humanities and because of its de- 
classified nature is available for 
many purposes. 


Secondly, the faculty disputes 


the pure military research in 
degree rather than in substance. 
What is urged is lesser depend- 
ence, not full independence, from 
the military budget. 


President Nixon made a bow 


recently in the direction of the 
faculty rebels. 


He n a m e d Dr. 
Lee A. 


DuBridge, president of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology 
(the 
West coast's answer to 


M.l.T.), to be his scientific advis- 
or. 


Caltech has avoided secret pro- 


jects as being inconsonant to its 
education objectives. 


In Nixon's directive on the 


appointment, Dr. DuBridge is to 
create "a major scientific re- 
search effort, particularly in the 
field of peaceful research." 


Since even a dress pattern can 


find a military application, the 
President's distinction between 
peaceful and military research 
will be hard to follow. 


He did take one step toward 


establishing the borderline short- 
ly after making the DuBridge 
appointment. 


He restored $10 of the $40 


million which the Johnson Ad- 
ministration had slashed from 
the National Science Founda- 
tion's budget. 


Ten million doesn't buy much 


research, peaceful or otherwise, 
today, but at least the first 
gesture has been made- 


Giving Up 


College administrators across 


the country looked to Columbia 
U n i versity for leadership in 
drawing the line against disorder 
on campuses. 


Instead, they found vacilliation 


and retreat, and now has come 
cancellation of all university pun- 
ishment against students involv- 
ed in the riotous demonstra- 
tions last April and May. 


That includes a ruling that all 


16 suspended students, including 
Mark Rudd. the self-styled revo- 
lutionist, are eligible to apply for 
immediate readmission. 


Students for a Democratic So- 


ciety welcomed the "declaration 
of amnesty" by barging the next 
day into an alumni meeting on 
restructuring the university gov- 
ernment, and noisily disrupting it« 
for 16 minutes. 


It is easy to see a major reason

should not exist. A gre«t many 
other f a c t o r s besides the 
amount of' cholesterol in the 
bloodstream 
determine 
health 


and disease. Some people with a 
very great amount may be in 
better general health than those 
with a small quantity, depend- 
ing on the condition of the other 
organs of the body, 


The normal amount of choles- 


terol ranges between 150 and 
250 milligrams in 100 c.e. of 
blood. Since normal variations 
of this amount do occur, pa- 
tients 
must 
not base 
their 


health on the number alone. It 
is for this reason that phy- 
sicians so thoroughly discuss 
the 
meaning 
ot 
cholesterol, 


blood p r e s s u r e and sugar 
"numbers" in relationship to 
general health. 


There are definite diets that 


seem to reduce the amoung of 
cholesterol in the blood. This is 
now considered most important 
in the preventionof narrowing of 
the arteries to the heart, the 
lungs and the brain. An addi- 
tional hopeful thought is that a 
drug will soon be available to 
prevent the formation of cho- 
lesterol even with uncontrolled 
diets.

is not really difficult if you put 
your mind to it. 


South is in seven spades and 


his only possible loser is a 
heart. The grand slam would be 
easy enough to make if South 
knew which opponent had the 
queen, because all he would 
have to do would be to finesse 
in the right decision. 


But since he dpe.s,n't see the 


queen, he must set out to 
assemble every bit of informa- 
tion he can to assist him in 


solving 
the 
crucial 
two-way 


guess. 


After winning the diamond 


lead with the ace and drawing 
two rounds of trumps, declarer 
cashes the ace of clubs and 
ruffs a club. A diamond to the 
king is followed by another club 
ruff, and then, after trumping a 
diamond in dummy, the last 
club is ruffed. 


The purpose of these plays is 


to compel the defenders to 
reveal their distribution. Thus, 
in the actual case, it becomes 
clear that West started with 
precisely one spade, six dia- 
monds and four clubs. This 
knowledge is obtained as each 
defender follows or fails to 
follow suit. 


South therefore learns 
that 


West was dealt two hearts, 
neither more or less, and East 
consequently five hearts. 


This 
leads 
to the 
logical 


conclusion that East, who start- 
ed with five hearts, is more 
likely to have the queen than 
West, who started with two 
hearts. As a matter of fact, the 
mathematical odds are 5 to 2 
that East has the queen of 
hearts! 


Accordingly, South leads "the 


jack of hearts to the king and 
finesses the ten on the way back 
As it happens, the finesse works 
and the grand slam is made. 


Of course, declarer cannot be 


sure he will succeed — heavy 
favorites sometimes lose — but, 
as usual, he is best advised to 
follow the odds.

A nationwide survey by The 


Associated 'Press showed the 
SDS, a Jeading force in.many

campuses, has become active in 
only a handful of high schools 
and that, so far, its impact has 
been minimal. 


One spokesman for SDS, Tom 


Earedon, a student at Ohio 
State University, denied that the 
organization is even attempting 
to influence high school pupils, 
and said it has no plans to do so.
